He had 
stopped his car in front of a farm 
home and evidently had lost con­ 
sciousness before he could turn off 
the motor. He was an employe of 
a power company. 
Murphy sustained a fractured 
skull, two broken legs and a crush­ 
ed chest in the accident a short

IT IS within my own memory 
that it began to be preached that a 
public drinking glass could spread 
disease, and I remember the caustic 
diatribe on the subject preached by 
our family doctor. The idea, he said, 
that any flibberty-gibbet with a mi­ 
croscope could prove to him that 
such a thing as diphtheria was 
spread by a nice clean drinking 
glass standing on a nice clean 
marble stand ! He had drunk out of 
such glasses thousands of times, and 
look at him—perfectly healthy.

disease, most common in children 
under 15 years of age. 
people also may catch the disease 
but it is not so common among 
adults. This is 'the time of year 
when it is most prevalent—1262 
cases were reported in Ohio the 
last tw’o weeks of January. 
The germs which cause scarlet 
fever are spread through the dis- 
charges from the nose and throat 
and sometimes through discharges 
from running ears.

stages of the disease when the 
person is just coming down with 
scarlet fever. 
When a child is taking scarlet 
fever, the first signs you may no­ 
tice are that he seems tired, rest­ 
less and out of sorts. There usual­ 
ly is a sore throat and there may 
be a chill, vomiting or convulsion. 
The child has fever and the skin 
dry and hot, and 
the 
face 
is 
flushed. The tongue is usually cov­ 
ered with a white fur, but under 
the white, it is red and swollen. 
The edges of the tongue and the

I throat are usually of bright red 
color. The throat symptoms in the 
I early stages often resemble those 
| of tonsillitis and it is frequently 
I impossible to differentiate between 
! the tw o diseases until the rash ap- 
j pears. 
The rash usually appears in a 
! day or two after

' symptoms. It appears first on the 
! neck and chest and appears as 
I little flat red points, close 
to­ 
gether. Soon the rash is over most 
I of the body and is bright scarlet 
I in color.

Rules to Follow 
1. If a child complains of sore

scarlet fever, see a doctor at once. 
2. Especially, should you avoid 
exposing very young children as 
44 percent of all deaths from scar­ 
let fever occur in children under 
five years of age. 
3. The doctors will report all the 
cases they see but many mild cases 
are never seen by a doctor. 
4. School teachers should report 
immediately 
any 
children 
with 
sore throat or fever. Such children 
should be sent home and 
should 
not return until they are seen by 
a doctor. 
5. Children wdio have been ex­ 
posed to scarlet fever should be 
kept at home and not allowed to 
go to school until permission is 
given by the health officer. 
6. Consider every suspicious case 
as one of scarlet fever until a doc­ 
tor has made a diagnosis to the 
contrary.
